P a n a m a . April 2^.— A dispatch from j 
Iquique dated the 8th inst, says that 
the news had just been received there 
that Ariea and Tarkna had been taken. 
All of the Tarkna department is now 
in the hands of the congressional party, 
who also control all of the northern 
portion of Chili as far south as Copiapo. 
There was no fighting, the government 
forces having tied toward the frontier 
of Bolivia. 
Provisions were recently so scarce in 
Iquique that S2Q was paid 
preserved milk, aud beef 
per pound. 
These prices were caused 
by the 
port 
being blockaded by 
the rebel ( Uilian squadron. 
The offi­ 
cers and crows of these vessels state 
that they have signed a round robin 
binding themselves not to lay down 
arms until they hang President Balma- 
eeda iu the principal square iii San­ 
tiago. 
The schooner Clelia, wlrch has ar­ 
rived from Iquique, Pisagua and Mol- 
lendo, brings terrible details of the 
combat at Poso Almonte March 7 be­ 
tween the government forces and the 
rebels. The whole of the regular army 
was routed and broken in pieces, with 
the exception of the cavalry, which, 700 
strong, retired toward Bolivia, hoping 
to join the forces which, it was ex­ 
pected, were marching from Tarapaca. 
The Balmaceda ironclads Almirante, 
Lynch, Condell 
and the Pilcomayo, 
were in Valparaiso with their crews, 
which 
are 
principally composed of 
foreigners, who had declared 
they 
would remain neutral. 
Approximate 
calculations make the revolutionary 
forces in Tarapaca number 3.000, with­ 
out counting tile men of the Balmaceda 
forces who have joined the revolution­ 
ary cause. 
Five thousand men were engaged in 
the Poso Almonte affair, and it is said 
that about 500 
of the government 
forces and 800 of the revolutionary 
forces were killed and wounded in that 
sanguinary 
struggle. 
The German 
steamer Setos landed in Valparaiso 73 
refugees from Iquique.

At 
6:30 a. rn. on the morning of the 3d upward of 
3.000 workmen collected at the Poso Almonte 
in order to proceed to fquique and make a for­ 
mal representation respecting the scarcity of 
provisions. 
Shortly after they reacted the 
works the manager, Mr. William Johnson, 
gave them 
ten 
barr?ls 
of 
biscuits 
and 
1.000 tins of preserves, which were distributed 
among the strikers. They remained there that 
night and on the following day sent some of 
their leaders on to Negreiros. There more 
men were to be collected. Suddenly, however, a 
train appeared, loaded with government troops 
uuder Martin Larrain. Without halting or par­ 
leying, these troops opened lire on the OOO de­ 
fenseless workmen, women and children. Short 
ly afterward the forces marched forward and 
killed all the men 
Meanwhile the me n from 
the Nogreiros works with the commissioners 
from Ramiriz returned to their houses, other 
wise they might also hate fallen victims. 
Rome who escaped from the slaughter took 
refuge in the nitrate fields, but were subse­ 
quently followed up and killed. After these 
deeds had been committed alout FO* men were 
arrested, and of this number eighteen ware 
murdered."

Newell’s bill, providing for the gross 
weighing of coal at the mines, was 
read a third time and failed of passage, 
the vote being 24 yeas to 80 nays, not 
the requisite twenty-six votes. The sen­ 
ate adjourned to 5 o’clock Monday.

Guns are booming and ducks at Lake 
Koshkonong are saluted with a charge of 
shot whenever they leave the open water. 
From every innocent bunoh of grass 
tlame belches forth and some unlucky 
duck doubles up aud falls Into the water 
with a mighty splssh. 
But sportsmen must put in their time 
hunting ducks. 
Ducks are practically the only feath­ 
ered game they can shoot. The hunting 
of piame chickens without a dog is a 
useless waste of turn? and the use of doge 
is prohibited for two years. 
Janesville sportsmen were completely 
at sea as to the condition the game law 
was in after watching amendments tacked 
on and sheared off and tacked on again. 
The Gazette has taken occasion to eeoure 
the full text of the law, with all its 
amendments. As it now stands the law 
may be thus eummanzfd: 
II is unlawful to take, catch, kill, or 
have in possession when killed or taker, 
any woodcock, quail, partridge, pheasant 
or re ill 3d grouse, prairie hen or prairie 
chicken, sharp-tailed grouse or grouse of 
any other variety, mtllatd, teal, snipe or 
plover, between the first day of Decem­ 
ber 
and the 
succeeding first 
day 
of 
September, and wild 
duck 
of 
any 
variety, 
or 
wild 
geese 
cr 
bran<; 0f 8Dy variety, or any equatio fowl, 
whatever, between the first day of May 
and the succeeding first day of {Septem­ 
ber. It Shall be unlawful to hunt with 
dog or d-.gs, any quail, 
partridge, 
pheasant cr rolllad grouse, prairie ben 
or prairie chicken, sharp tailed grouse of 
any variety for a period of two years 
from and pf tor the first day of September, 
1861. 
It 19 unlawful to kill or take by any 
kind of a contrivance or device whatever^ 
or pursue with intent to kill, or take or 
worry, 
any 
deer, 
back, 
doe 
or fawn, between the first day of Decem­ 
ber aud the succeeding first day cf No­ 
vember, or to bant deer, buck, doe or 
fawn, with dog or dogs at any time; and 
it shall alae be unlawful for uny person 
or persons to sell or expose for sale, or 
have in possession for the purpose of ex­ 
posing Ur sale any of the kind cf game, 
birds, animals or venison protected by 
this act, after the expiration of eight 
days ntxt succeeding tne time limited 
and prescribed for the killing of any 
euoh birds or animals. 
It is also unlawful to take, destroy or 
have in possession the eggs of any of the 
bird* mentioned in this act, or cf any 
wild pigeon, king-bird, robin, thrush, 
blue-bird, swallow,cat-bird, woodpecker 
nicker, dove, wren, finch, lark, plover, 
oriole, humming-bird, banting, grackle, 
grosbeak, warbler, tiy-catohir,swift, wax­ 
wing, creeper, chsck-a-dee, goat-sucker, 
tanager, or whip-poor-wiil, or to wan­ 
tonly 
disturb or molest the nesting 
place of rmy such bird or pigeon, or to 
kill, wound or take any wild pigeon 
within three miles of a pigeon roost. 
Any person violating the provisions of 
this section shall, on conviction thereof, 
be fined not less than one dollar nor 
more than five dollars. 
It is made unlawful to use in the pur­ 
suit of any duck, goose or brant, or any 
other aquatic bird any sneak boat or 
scan boat, or any boat impelled by scull 
oars, sailboat, steamboat or boating raft 
or box, or any similar device, and it shall 
aho be unlawful to construct or use any 
blind in the open water outside the nat­ 
ural growth cf grasses or rushes then 
and there projeotmg above the water.
